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Chats on Old Clocks by H. Alan Lloyd, 
M.B.E., F.B.H.L., London, 1951. $3 


In 1917 Arthur Hayden’s work, by 
this title, was published. In 1920 a 
second edition was published. But this 
book, of the same title, is a complete 
rewrite, with all data of the original 
text extended to include all the facts 
brought to light in the past 20 years. 
Mr. Lloyd has done an excellent piece 
of work and his publishers are to be 
congratulated upon their decision to 
make this issue a low cost book. 
Lloyd is a clock enthusiast and his- 
torian. If his great knowledge is 
masked by his informal style, it is 
none the less there, and in evidence, 
although not in blatant parade. The 
180 pages of text and the 156 illustra- 
tions constitute a book that is easy 
reading about clocks and clockmaking 
not generally found in any book on 
clocks published in the USA. 

Since, in our first century of clock- 
making we imported more clocks than 
were produced in the Colonies, it be- 
hoves every serious clock collector 
and antiques dealer to keep a copy of 
this work handy. We recommend it for 
your shelf and shop. It is a good book 
about really old clocks of all kinds.

Pottery & Porcelain, by Frederick 
Litchfield. New York, Barrows & Co.., 


1951. $12.5C 

Someone has said that no matter 
how well disguised, any new book on 
pottery and porcelain is apt to be a 
twice told, if not a thrice told tale. 
But this is not that kind of a book; 
this is one of the original research 
works, here revised completely, and 
enlarged, by Frank Tilley, F.R.S.A., 
and thus becoming both a new book 
and the fifth edition of The Litchfield 
opus. Approach this volume with high 
hopes; it will not let you down. There 
are 32 illustrations in full color, 64 
black and white plates, and over 2000 
marks and monograms of various im- 
portant makers. None can deny that 
collecting ceramics at its top level is 
a profession worthy of its own aca- 
demic degree. But there are thousands, 
perhaps hundreds of thousands of col- 
lectors and lovers of old china, porce- 
lain, et cetera who have no desire to 
approach even the median levels of 
ceramic collecting. This book is as 
much for them as it is for the con- 
noisseur. First of all the book is a 
reduction of the problems and desires 
of most collectors to what might well 
be termed the least common denomi- 
nator. There are facts . . not opinions, 
save where facts do not obtain. There 
is vast knowledge imparted in a man- 
ner that makes it easily understood 
by the veriest tyro in collecting. This 
is the kind of a scholarly book that 
should be obtainable on all categories 
of collecting; but isn’t. The volume of 
356 large pages gives short, concise 
accounts of various factories, and 
deals with certain of the well known 


potteries of England, Continental 
Europe, the Orient and the United 
States. There is a valuable biblio- 


graphy and a good index. A five star 
recommendation is in order for this 
volume.

Christmas Decorating 


... With ANTIQUES

NJOYMENT is use” . . Says 

the philosopher. The antiques we 
enjoy most are those we use to achieve 
a satisfactory decorative scheme in 
our homes. Yet often, when Christmas 
comes, we seem to forget this ancient 
and honorable season is, at its best, 
made manifest with antiques. Most 
of us do not have the figures for a 
creche, or nativity tableau in minia- 
ture, but every one of us who is a 
collector has at least a half dozen 
objects to weave into our Christmas 
decoration. If you take pleasure in 
having others admire your decoration 
(and who doesn’t?), you may be 
quite sure that a little attention paid 
to using antiques in your Christmas 
trimming will bring you plenty of 
kudos. 

Have you a nice old and commo- 
dious hand basket? Hang it on the 
door with a spray or wreath .. . and 
let the postman drop your Christmas 
mail right in it! Have you two or 
three milk glass smoke-bells, or a 
crystal clear example? These can be 
Christmas bells, with a large wreath 
of holly, laurel, hemlock, or whatever 
greens you find at hand. In Sweden 
they use sprays of boxwood, and some 
lucky people in the south have mistle- 
toe. But we can all have greens, and 
we can make our smoke-bells ring at 
least once a year. 

“Christmas is for the children.’ 
That phrase has been repeated so 
often we may think it is a cliche, but 
it isn’t. Christmas just doesn’t exist 
for adults who cannot again become 
as children . . . at least in capacity 
for cheerful enjoyment and gladsome 
emotions. Some of the fondest memo- 
ries of most of us hinge upon re- 
collections of childhood Christmas

experiences. What more appropriate, 
delightful and nostalgic form of 
Christmas tree and “garden” can we 
have than a simple tree in an ancient 
tub, surrounded with antique toys...

horns, dolls, toy cradles, penny banks, 
and such! Last year our tree was al- 
most bare of modern balls and other 
new ornaments. Instead, reed bird 
decoys perched upon the branches, 
feeding upon cranberries and other 
tiny fruitlike ornaments. There were 
several small smoke-bells and a few 
old silvered glass bubbles. 


Perhaps you know those huge 
marbles (called carpet balls by some), 
the ones which, about ten years ago, 
were said to be used by carpetlayers 
to roll a carpet smooth.

It makes a lovely table 
decoration. 








‘Have you a punched tin lantern? Open 


the door, put a white candle inside, sur- 

round it with a spray of greens tied with 

a red ritbon, and you have a wall or 

door piece that is satisfyingly Christmas 
. and antique too. 





A signed candle mold for a dozen candles 
used as a holder for pure white candles 
of varying height, add some greens, and 
you have a very grand effect. That is an 
old chocolate candy mold in the form of 
San Niklas. The wire rattle is quite old, 
and is fitted with small bells. That isn’t a 
nut dish to the left, it is a forming- 
draining mold for egg cheese. The star- 
shaped tin piece is another form of the 
same kind of mold. 


Speaking of whimsies, we know that 
potters, glassmakers, and even black- 
smiths and carvers, made whimsies 
and “end-of-day” oddities. Why can’t 
we, the inheritors of their play, go as 
whimsical as we please at the year’s 
end and make merry inside ourselves 
by decorating with our antiques? 

This is the season to put the hunt- 
ing horn, the decoy duck and other 
birds, the clocks, toys, mirrors, the 
cheese, pudding and candy molds, 
the cookie cuters, ironstone com- 
potes, candle molds, punched tin 
lanterns, hurricane shades and all else 
to work. We know of people who 
place their Christmas trees in a huge 
brass gaboon or in a copper wash 
boiler. If you have never seen a 
Christmas-decorated hobby horse you 
have something in store! If you have 
never ordered a big plain wreath, even 
a five-footer, hung it on your living 
room wall and trimmed it with an- 
tiques, you have more fun than a 
circus coming to you. Do it this year!

If you are lucky enough to have an 
imposing eagle of any kind (this one is 
of composition plaster), you can make it 
the center of a composition of draped 
greens. We wanted crow’s-foot or ground- 
pine for the greens but it was unobtain- 
able so we used hemlock, laurel, and pine 
cones. That is a large ten-pointed star 
under the eagle. 


Somehow I am sure that most 
readers of Spinning Wheel have 
enough antiques to use them effec- 
tively in Christmas decoration.

Most antiques 
dealers are loaded with things which 
could be used most effectively as 
Christmas decorations.

this year and every year to come.

Domestic Tools of Great Utility 
With Beauty Added . . . The Scissors! 


by Marcaret HersHey 


seems quite convinced that the 

spinning wheel was the first 
machine used generally in home and 
cottage, but I do not think he will 
disagree that before spinning wheels 
were invented, the scissors was a 
general household tool. True, the 
“rock” or distaff was also a household 
tool from very early days but the 
scissors? Aha, it is as old as the 
distaff! 

However, if there be any scissors 
collectors (and I think there just must 
be) they will agree with me that in 
variety of design from a purely artis- 
tic standpoint, and in variety of spe- 
cial use purposes which of course 
influenced size, design, pitch of blade,” 
and so on, the scissors probably is a 
good competitor of pressed glass. To 
collect 100 old scissors, all different, 
is no task at all. That is, if you do not 
insist upon gold handled ones, or 
silver handled ones. 

Perhaps no three decades of any 
century were so prolific in design 
variation as the 30 years between 
1830 and 1860. This era represents 
the birth and development of what 
was then called “Art in Industry” but 
which we now call Industrial Design. 
And my statement must not be con- 
strued to include the 20th century 
activities of designers. My comments

; are in respect of items made in the 


long, long ago, or just the long ago, 
and the not so long ago. At any rate, 
let me say also that the gal we have 
been blaming for the resurgence of 
the curlicue, the rock, the shell and 
the blithely stodgy, Victoria, of Eng- 
land, didn’t have anything to do with 
this design revival. 

A group of designers in England, 
another group in France, other groups 
in Austria, The Netherlands and Ger- 
many, not to mention Switzerland and 
Italy, were all concerned about it 
from the day in 1830 when the new 
French King, Louis Philippe decided 
to recreate the aura of his Royal 
predecessor, Louis XV. In England 
the designers sponsored publication 
of a magazine to encourage art in in- 
dustry. They rewarded all sorts of 
good design (or what they claimed 
was good design) in wall paper, tex-

tiles, pewter, stoves, lighting fixtures, 
wash boards or what had they. In 
America a group of men were advo- 
cating the same thing. While we had 
no specific magazine devoted to the 
cause we had three or four artisans 
and mechanics magazines that 
preached the gospel in each issue. 
Outstanding in the crusade for better 
design were the old Scientific Amer- 
ican, The Manufacturer and Builder, 
and the Coachmakers Magazine. 
Strangely enough, the scissors busi- 
ness of America was directed largely 
toward Sheffield and Birmingham, 
England. There, great swordsmiths 
like Wilkinson were designing scis- 
sors, as were other famous English 
cutlers and armorers. In order that 
just one swordsmith’s scissors work 
may be more fully appreciated, here 
are six of Wilkinson’s scissors as dis- 
played at the Crystal Palace expo- 
sition of 1851 . . . an even century ago 
as this is written. I have been hunting 
that chain handled example with the 
Arms of Cavendish for some years; 
one of my school teachers had one I

admired as a young girl. All the other 
scissors here pictured are clearly 
good examples but perhaps the most 
unique is that “one piece” library set 
scissors which is both shears and 
paper knife. So good is this 100 year 
old idea it is a wonder some enter- 
prising manufacturer of this day and 
age doesn’t revive it. You know how 
it goes with the sheath type library 
scissors sets. You generally lack one 
or the other piece when you 
want it for use but here is the i 
whole set, all in one piece. 


Editor’s Note: This essay was sent to us 
by Miss Hershey with her compliments 
saying, “maybe you can select something 
from this to start the ball rolling in your 
domestic tools program. I am actually 
more interested in other tools, but it 
might be interesting to a good many 
people to know that a tool need not be 
just an old ‘thing’ or gadget, but can also 
be a thing of beauty.

Why Not Be an ORIGINAL Collector? 


It’s more profitable and more fun!

in the high level antiques shops 

and galleries, one hears nos- 
talgic longings expressed for “an- 
other collector like Garvan or Ford, 
or Hearst or DuPont,” or somebody. 
Once we heard of two men who 
entered the advertising agency busi- 
ness. One had a little agenvy with 
twenty-some accounts, the other had 
one account; a cigarette. One day 
each one lost an account. The little 
agent lost one of his little accounts; 
the big man lost the only one he had. 
There is a moral, or something, 
somewhere in this story. What I mean 
is, how good have big collectors been 
for the antiques business if, when 
they stop buying, the business goes 
to the dogs? What the antiques busi- 
ness needs is not another Garvan, 
Ford, or DuPont. It needs ten thou- 
sand collectors willing to be original. 
Lets be honest about it. Henry Ford, 
for example, or Garvan, or DuPont, 
could have formed their great col- 
lections without knowing a single 
thing (or caring) about collecting. 
They could write checks that would 
bring any rarity their way at the 
snap of a finger. 

But I know of several collections 
which, in their way, are as important 
as any of the several collections that 
make up the sum total holdings of 
the aforementioned masters of ac- 
cumulation . .. but which haven’t 
cost the collectors much more than 
time, and a thousand dollars a year. 
Does that sound a little peculiar? 
Then let’s start to analyze it and get 
the facts straight and true. Time is 
the essence involved in all antiques 
collecting. Even money is nothing 
but stored time. This isn’t philo- 
sophical hocus pocus, or new deal 
mumbo jumbo. Any spending or 


pin the now and then, especially 


spendable money that isn’t stored 
time is phoney money. 

Your own time that you can 
“spend” on collecting is really time 
you can spend hunting. I have a 
friend who puts it more roughly. He 
says it is “time you can spend using 
your head, if you know how.” So 
think this over: you do some sort 
of work, labor, or service for which 
you are paid certain wage, salary or 
fee, per year, month, week or day. 
Out of that you pay up a big divvy to 
that place in Washington, D.C., 
where all of us drop from 20 to 90% 
of our hard earned. Then you have 
housing, heat, clothing and food to 
buy, plus other expenses. Whatever 
you have left is the surplus. Every 
dollar you earn is for your time; your 
active use of your mind or muscles, 
per hour. What you have left, after 
all expenses, is money representing 
stored time. 

You have some time left for your 
own devices. Time you are not going 
to be paid for by anybody. That’s the 
time of your life reserved for fun. 
If you are a collector, you can use a 
part or all of that time being an 
original collector. But just a minute, 
please! You must do more than de- 
cide to become an original collector. 
Painful though it may be to contem- 
plate, you must positively begin to 
use your head. And you must start 
using your head before you go out 
using your time in collecting. 

Look around you for evidence of 
originality in collecting. Be a sort of 
“antiques Detective” as it were. Don’t 
make the mistake of looking for 
originality that stands out like the 
Northern lights, or the sun at mid- 
day. Just look for homely evidences. 
There are, for example, some ten

thousand collectors of pressed glass. 
Maybe twenty thousand. I wouldn’t 
know. But this I have observed: 
there are women who have studied 
Ruth Webb Lee’s book on pressed 
glass to be sure they would not fix 
upon an already known pattern.

They found such 
patterns. They collected these pat- 
terns. What happened .. . in full de- 
tail? They bought their glass at low 
price because it was not in Lee. They 
achieved nice collections. They had 
the extreme pleasure of being able 
to say .. . “no, it isn’t lacy Sandwich, 


‘it isn’t Daisy and Button, it isn’t this 


or that .. it is a hitherto unknown 
pattern!” And then, in 1944, comes 
Ruth Webb Lee’s second book...a 
positive must book . . . because it 
listed and pictured certain of these 
hitherto unknown, unhonored and 
unsung patterns! 


“Brother Jonathan buying Art” . . a print 
probably issued in derision of American 
Collecting habits, picturing our National 
buying of cheap plaster ornaments. A rare 
Lithograph, from the Old Print Shop, 
New York, N. Y. 

Original collecting is a matter of 
hitting upon a subject or category of 
interest and pursuing it. Like as- 
sembling a collection of bobbins and 
shuttles. Or milk bottles. Or jam pots, 
preserve jars, tobacco containers, 
pill rollers, match boxes, pins, nee- 
skates, wall paper, molding 
tools, pocket knives, powder provers, 
chemical glassware, hearth brushes, 
potichomanie vases and so on. Ten 
years ago a gentleman of my ac- 
quaintance discovered that practi- 
cally all so called “American primi- 
tive” paintings that were coming to 
light and appearing in the galleries, 
didn’t just happen to be painted, but 
that each was caused by a nation- 
wide wave of painting mania, spon- 
sored by an avalanche of itinerant 
instructors and instruction books! He 
began to collect the instruction 
books. He now has over 100 of them.

You’d be surprised, perhaps, to know 
they date from the 17th century, il- 
luminated by candles! Sure, there 
have been collectors of tavern signs 
for some fifty years or more. But the 
original collector looks at all kinds 
of signs and goes out for what hasn’t 
been collected; what has been over- 
looked, ignored and skipped. 

The opportunities are everywhere. 
To anyone with a jigger full of im- 
agination, 200 proof, and a thousand 
dollars a year in cash, original col- 
lecting is a wide open field. Specta- 
cles. Thermometers. Calendar clocks. 
Year clocks. Salt dips. Candy 
jars. Soap dishes. There are today at 
least a thousand people who have 
turned to collecting merchandise 
catalogs. The original collectors who 
started this trend are perhaps now 
well entrenched and will not com- 
pete. But there are original collectors 
within catalog collecting who will 
only buy catalogs of guns, or toys, or 
woodenware, or tinware, and so on. 
One original collector tells me his 
pursuit costs almost nothing; he 
collects only catalogs of textile ma- 
chinery and supplies. Another origi- 
nal who has collected only 400—day 
clocks (the kind with that slow,

But it 
cannot be out of order to observe 
the collecting scene and note that if 
we stop ... come to a full stop, that 
is . .. buying emotionally and fol- 
lowing the leadership of other minds, 
and then start following our own 
mind after keen observation of the 
scene, collecting will almost at once 
find higher levels with attending 
increase in the joy of it, the 
fun and the profit, financial ip 
and otherwise. 
Editors Note: This essay is loaded with 
suggestions hidden in its sage observa- 
tions. Spinning Wheel cannot help but 
think of the upsurge in antiques collec- 
ting that would result from ten thousand 
people spending just one thousand dollars 
a year in original collecting.

HE wave of temperance and 

advocacy for prohibition of making 
and selling strong drink which en- 
gaged the attention of millions of 
Americans over 100 years ago is 
neither a phenomenon to be laughed 
at or analysed by a mere home deco- 
rator.

Almost simultan- 
eously the nation needed a stomach 
tonic for its dispepsia and a slug of 
whisky in the form of medicine, in 
order to keep the pledge”. Yet the 
bitters bottles, representing as they 
do the wholesale manufacture of 
alcoholic beverages masquerading as 
medicine, were only a part of the pic- 
ture. Like the nutmeg graters carried 
by New Englanders to grate them- 
selves a pinch of snuff for private 
sniffing or chewing, bitters were the 
refuge of the backsliders and the 
hypocrites. But there were other 
temperance people who, in displaying 
the horrors of drink, as example to 
others, preferred pictures with a 
moral. Perhaps the most famous of 
these, the “Express train to Hell,” a 
folio lithograph in full color, is the 











most horrific example. Certainly today 
it is regarded almost as a “must” by 
those who want a really representative 
family tap-room with bar and grill. 

Not all the temperance advocates 
could afford a copy of the Express 
train to Hell. This was a print costing 
up to a dollar. They wanted cheaper, 
or free moral pictures, poems and 
song sheets. The cheap print makers 
took advantage of the desire and 
flooded the country with prints, broad- 
sides and ballads which, at their best, 
were on a par with comic valentines. 
And now we collect them and put 
them on our rumpus room walls, not 
to contemplate in high moral mood, 
but at which to laugh. We are not 
laughing at the moral and ethical 
standard involved, but at the emo- 
tional display. We may suspect that 
contemporaries of our _ ancestors 
laughed a little, too, but some of 
them never cracked a smile; they 
just cashed in on the nationwide mania 
for temperance by publishing anti- 
liquor propaganda as advertising! Dr. 
Walker of New York, for example, 
cashed in with both barrels. He 
noticed the prohibition movement and 
the great interest in the California 
Gold Fields. So Dr. Walker concocted 
a non alcoholic bitters which he called 
“California Vinegar Bitters” and his 
promotion of the tonic (which, by the 
way, “cured” every disease known to

Perhaps the most desirable items of cut glassware were the large 8”, 10” and 12” shallow bowls, plates or trays with all-over 
cutting, sometimes combined with excellent floral, fruit and figural engraving. Other pieces apparently destined for future popu- 
larity are vases, especially the luxury vases made to hold long-stemmed American Beauty roses, Already these are being affixed 
to heavy buses and converted to electric lamps. In the above group of American cut glass, left to right, are: Pitcher cut in the 
All Star pattern; vase cut in the Concord pattern; vase cut in the Touraine pattern; 10” plate cut in the Mitre & Flower pattern. 
All of the above date from the early 1900s with the exception of Mitre & Flower, which seems to date from the mid-1890s. 





Above, left to right, a 10” plate cut in the Dutchess pattern, also known as the Heavy Star pattern; carafe cut in the Kenmore 
pattern; vase cut in the Everett pattern; salad bowl cut in the Mitre & Star pattern; whiskey decanter cut in the Wheeler pattern;

lists “Classic” as the third Major fountain of furniture style. 
The Brothers Adam, Hepplewhite, The Directoire, Sheraton and 
the Empire style all fall within this bracket, as does much of the 
so called Regence, or Regency style of the early 19th century. 
In the United States, Phyfe, Meeks and other voluminous pro- 
ducers of Furniture turned to the heavier, decadent aspects of 
the classic style we know as “Empire” perhaps largely because 
the taste of the buyers was slanted in that direction. Refinement 
of the style was apparently frowned upon. Yet there was no pub- 
lic protest when Empire styling was wedded to Gothic and other 
earlier designs and decor.

What Is It? 


What is an Oriental 
Burner, or Lamp? 


When coal oil, or kerosene was 
made generally available for use as 
lamp fluid, the existing lamps had to 
be modified to burn it. Since the ma- 
jority of lamps were glass or metal 
“fluid lamps” used with either whale 
oil, lard oil, or camphene, a simple 
ventilating constrictor-wick housing 
known as “The Oriental Burner” was 
sold to all and sundry for the conver- 


sion of their old lamps for use of the. 


new lamp oil. 





What is Lancaster Glass? 


Your query has two answers. (1), 
it can be Lancaster, N. Y. made glass, 
and (2), it can be glass made by J. 
Lancaster and W. Hartell, owners of 
the Kensington, Pa., Union Glass 
Works. This latter firm made a great 
deal of fine glass including “Bohemi- 
an” in the following colors: ruby, 
canary, turquoise, opal, emerald, blue, 
green, amber, purple, amethyst, ama- 
rite, black, white agate, and chame- 
leon. It should be noted they did not 
call their opaque white glass “milk” 
but white agate. 


How Old is Silver Marked 
“James Peters & Co.”? 


James Peters was a manufacturing 
silversmith of Philadelphia from 1830's. 
His specialty was spoons, forks, butter 
knives, and gold and silver thimbles. 


What is a Chimney Can? 


A chimney pot shaped like a drink- 
ing can. They are made of red clay 
pottery and served to elevate the flue 
above chimney top. 


What is “Dialogue” Hose? 


Dialogue is the name of a hose 
maker, specializing, as did practically 
all others of his craft, in making of 
leather hose, riveted at the seam. 


Museum Piece? Assembly Job? 
Enigma? What? What? What? 


Here pictured is a table to challenge 
the knowledge and the temper of all 
experts. The table is owned by one of 
the veteran dealers of the country who 
states: “it is curly maple throughout. 
Some dealers have seen it and think 
it is 17 century.” Our own editorial 
consultant states: “The top, drawer 
section and leaves are almost pre- 
cisely like the top section of a break- 
fast table type known in both Hepple- 
white and Sheraton styles. The lower 
snake feet are similar to those gen- 
erally found on candle stands made 
from the early Georgian period right 
through to the 1330’s. But that centre 
column is in the so called Gothic 
tradition ... it is not turned, but ap- 
proximates the profile of vase tuning 
by pattern sawing and planing in the 
square, rather than in the round that 
is achieved by turning. This very same 
technique is found in many balusters 
of late Gothic type, especially in 
South Germany, Switzerland and the 
Swiss and French Jura.” Any experts 
who desire to express opinion are 
hereby invited to do so ... and 
frankly to agree or disagree with our 
own consultants comments. If this 
table is not an early 19th century 
assembly by a country cabinetmaker 
who used certain parts of other tables 
to create a useful piece, or if it is not 
a similar job done in the late 19th 
century for an early collector who had 
it made from old parts, then it must 
be an original. Or must it? It is a 
puzzle and it would be nice to solve it.

Nearly 
every town was once the locale of a 
maker of some ware now collected 
and his name has been garbled by 
tradition and legend.

The notches on these rims 
were practical—they held the punch 
glasses by their bases, with bowls in- 
ward. The Monteith rim with its 
glasses racked on it, was on the 
empty bowl] as placed before the Lord 
of the Punch for making. It was then 
removed and the punch mixed. 

Eventually, and perhaps within a 
few years, punch bowls were made 
with a self edge in the Monteith 
style. In other words, they had a 
fixed, and not a removable, notched 
rim. 

As to the ingredients of the bever- 
age called punch, all we need do is 
examine our own drinking habits and 
drink recipes. Fruit juice, especially 
citrous, and also pineapple, pomegra- 
nate, peach, cherry, pear, apple and 
currant were sugared and then 
blended with spices and herbs com- 
parable to our present day “bitters.” 
Then to this was added the ardent 
spirit, alloyed perhaps with wine in- 
stead of water. Sometimes whole 
roasted apples, or whole roasted 
oranges, were in the punch. 

What have we in America to com- 
pare with the great wassail, mazer, 
punch and Monteith bowls of Eng- 
land? At first glance we have little. 
But when we view the entire scene in 
its true time perspective, we must, 
in all reality, look at our 19th century 
cut glass punch bowls as comparable 
to the Monteiths of England’s 17th 
century. From 1620 to 1890, we pro- 
gressed from crudely turned burl 
bowl to exquisitely cut glass bowl— 
in two hundred and seventy years we 
progressed from complete crudity to 
full luxury. Did England do as much 
any two hundred and seventy years? 
The answer is obvious. Our punch 
bowl history is later, at a faster rate 
and quicker tempo, and inclusive of 
many things which, to an English 
connoisseur, could never be antiques. 
We are being eminently sensible in 
considering a cut glass punch bow] of 
1890 as of worth and worthy of 
collecting. To us, in point of time, 
it is as “antique” as a punch 
bowl of 1720 to an English- 
man.

What is a Bacchanalian 
Drinking Cup? 


Nicholas Poussin designed a number 
of figural designs featuring scenes 
supposed to be Bacchanalian, that is, 
classic drinking scenes. Charles Meigs, 
of the Shelton Potteries, Staffordshire, 
made several cups embodying these 
designs of Poussin’s. There were cere- 
monial, decorative and perhaps even 
popular but they were not practical 
drinking cups. An example is pictured. 
This was made by Meigs from c. 1849. 





Who was John Ealy, Clockmaker, 
and Where did he Work? 


We do not know “who” he was but 
we do know there are tall case (grand- 
father type) clocks signed with the 
name Jonn Ealer, who worked at 
Northampton, Pennsylvania, now Al- 
lentown, in the first quarter of the 
19th century. Antiques Digest will pub- 
lish an approved list of American 
Clockmakers which, we are advised, 
will contain some 4,,000 names, with 
places of working of each maker, and 
dates, whenever known. 


Is there a Hick’s “Peacable 
Kingdom” ‘Transfer Printed 
Staffordshire Pattern? 


You probably refer to the Peace on 
Earth pattern by Stevenson, sets of 
which are known in a purple tone, 
black, pale blue, brown and pink. This 
is precisely the theme used by the 
famed Quaker painter Edward Hicks 

.. the lion and lamb and other beasts 
with a child, living at peace. 


What is Boston Terra Cotta? 


Hard red earthenware made by the 
Boston Terra Cotta Company who, in 
1870, claimed to have set up the first 
real terra cotta kilns in the U.S.A. 
They made tiles, fireplace facings, 
plaques, vases, umbrella stands, man- 
tels an dhuge quantities of architec- 
tural ware. The household wares were 
considered elegancies and all of the 
ware seems to have been marked 
Boston Terra Cotta Co. 


We Have a Pistol my Grandfather 
Called a “Silly Dotty”. What is it? 


We suspect the spelling was “Sile 
Doty” and that your pistol is a relic 
of the man who was a notorious 
horsethief, burglar, footpad, highway- 
man, and general badman of the mid- 
West, to which he came from New 
England. Since he was a late 19th 
century character, your pistol is prob- 
ably not over eighty years old. 


Who Was Count Rumford 
And was he an American? 


Benjamin Thompson, Count Rum- 
ford, was born at Woburn, Massachu- 
setts. In 1772 he opened a successful 
school at Concord, New Hampshire. 
Having married the daughter of a 
Whig, the Reverend Dr. Timothy 
Walker, Thompson remained Loyal to 
the Crown. At the start of the Revo- 
lution he fled to Boston and had the 
protection of the British flag. General 
Gage sent Thompson to England 
where he remained until 1783. He then 
went to Bavaria where he entered the 
service of the Elector, having been 
appointed to important civil and mili- 
tary posts. The Elector made him a 
count of the Holy Roman Empire. 
Thompson took the name Rumford 
because it was the original name of 
Concord, Massachusetts. He died at 
Paris, 1814. The Rumford stove was 
invented by Thompson. He was also 
interested in chemistry; especially for 
domestic use. He was an American, 
but a Tory, and as such he had full 
rights to his title of nobility. His name 
is often mentioned in connection with 
American history but from 1775 on- 
ward he was neither resident norcitizen 
of the Colonies, or the Federal Union. 


What are Needle Case Prints? 


You here touch upon a subject few 
collectors know about; the fascination 
of needle cases and needle packets. 
Needles were once sold in small card- 
board cases or boxes, decorated with 
exquisite color prints. Some are aqua- 
tints in colors, some are mezzotints, 
and some are Baxter prints. Many 
such needle cases were sold at the 
Crystal palace exposition of 1851. 


What are Domenech Prints? 


They are small woodcuts on pages 
approximately 5%2x8%, from the book 
“Seven years Residence in the Great 
Deserts of North America” by the 
Abbe Domenech, published at London, 
1860. 


What Event Does This Pressed 
Ashburton Style Whisky Size 
Glass Memorialize? 


In the seven ovals of this glass are 
these designs in cameo: Seal of 
Massachusetts, The U.S. Flag, Eagle 
and stars, Field piece and flag, Union 
within wreath, stack of arms, five 
tents and flag. This may be in memory 
of an encampment of volunteers, or a 
field day, assembly or other military 
affair. Is the glass Sandwich, Boston, 
or what? Does any reader of Spinning 
Wheel know?

merchant prince of Philadelphia, 

was walking through his store 
and stopped at a counter to listen toa 
sales girl selling lace to two women. 
He heard the girl say, “And this lace 
is made by and under the direction 
of the nuns of Belgium who have 
certain orphans in their care. This lace 
is also now made in France by these 
same nuns, who are sending it over 
here. All their profit goes to maintain- 
ing their-asylums in this dreadful war. 
Yet it is the loveliest lace imaginable.” 

The girl made a substantial sale. 
Mr. Wanamaker, after the customers 
had gone, said, “Young lady, where 
did you get that information?” She 
replied, “I overheard the salesman tell 
the buyer, and I decided it would pay 
to know our stock of lace and I have 
studied the history of all the lace I 
sell at this counter.” 

Mr. Wanamaker walked away. At 
the end of that week the girl found 
her pay had been raised $5 a week, 
with a note in the pay envelope from 
John Wanamaker. “You will be a 
buyer here some day and a teacher of 
other sales people about the value of 
knowing their merchandise. Any able 
merchandiser knows the value of 
knowing the history of his goods. But 
many sales people do not realize that 
knowing one’s goods means also 
knowing its history.” 

If there is any group of retail 
dealers in America who should know 
their merchandise, it is the antiques 
dealers. And the value of knowing 
one’s merchandise is not confined ex- 
clusively to making sales. It is also 
valuable in establishing retail prices 
and in achieving local publicity, 
whether by word of mouth, as a 
speaker before a luncheon club, or as 
the. subject of a newspaper story. 
Furthermore, merchants who insist 
upon knowing their goods will be 
those who can eliminate up to 90% 
of the present-day selling of spurious 
antiques by refusing to buy anything 
whatsoever from automobile peddlers 
or from the wholesalers who, posing 
as importers of bonafide antiques, are

also importers of a vast amount of 
new goods. 

The dealer who knows his antiques 
is the dealer who studies the history 
of his antiques. We at Spinning Wheel 
have attempted to provide both col- 
lectors and dealers with quick facts 
about many items from antiques shops 
which do not fall within the categories 
of prime objects. The dealer who 
knows his goods is the dealer who will 
turn a deaf ear to palaver such as this: 
“I can get you a hundred dated eagle 
cup plates for $33, and if you rub them 
a little on fine emery paper you can 
pass them out slow at from $10 to $20 
each.” 

Such dealers will turn to the sales- 
man and say, “No. Instead of selling 
that stuff I tell customers where they 
can buy it in gift shops at gift shop 
prices. Go try to sell them to the gift 
shops at $33 a hundred. They’ll laugh 
at you. They really buy them at 
wholesale.” 

One of the great human errors is to 
imagine that knowledge is imparted 
by some mysterious process and that 
wisdom grows on trees. Have you a 
good Webster dictionary? A big one? 
You will be surprised at the amount of 
information in it, if you will just look 
it up first, instead of writing a letter 
asking somebody else what it means 
and cause that somebody to look it up 
for you. Keep a good dictionary handy, 
and a shelf of good books on antiques. 
When you close your shop for the day, 
prepare to stay in business a long time 
by studying the history of the mer- 
chandise you deal in. One hour a day 
works wonders. 

We asked one of the present-day 
commentators about antiques how he 
kept so much information in his head 
and could unload it at a moment’s 
notice. He said, “Thirty years ago my 
tutor told me if I wanted to remember 
a thing, to write down the facts about 
it in longhand and then make a rough 
drawing of the object. I don’t care 
what you do with what you write or 
draw because, in putting it on 
paper, you also impress it in- tp 
delibly on your mind.”

Dolls of Three Centuries, by Eleanor 
St. George. New York, Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, 1951. $4.50 


Dolls, to every girl who ever played 
with one, are the most intimate of 
toys. In this work, glorifying the Doll, 
and making Doll Collecting sound like 
a magic formula for the renewal of 
one’s youth, the same intimacy pre- 
vails. Lavishly illustrated, with warm, 
interesting text, this book should be a 
great satisfaction to all doll collectors. 
Your reviewer, however, finds the book 
more than a collectors paradise. There 
is history here. I am fascinated by the 
picture of the doll with the jawbreak- 
ing name of Autoperipatitikos (Greek, 
if I remember rightly, for “self-walk- 
ing”) and of the original box which 
housed this mechanical wonder of the 
1860’s. Then there is the doll invented 
by Thomas Edison, with a tiny phono- 
graph inside! One has just no idea how 
fascinating this book ... and doll col- 
lecting ... . can be. The Waterbury 
Watch Company made a mechanical 
doll! Here is a doll that plays the 
violin. Meissen made doll heads. So it 
goes; a new fact on every page, and 
it’s all about dolls. One can have no 
hesitancy in recommending this one 
to any and all collectors.
